Legislative appro-1
priations shall not be transferred from one fund to another fund unless ex-2
pressly approved by the Legislature.3

Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary,4
the appropriation made to the Division of Career Technical Education in Sec-5
tion 1, Chapter 130, Laws of 2021, is hereby reduced in the following amounts6

SECTION 5. GENERAL FUND REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby27
reappropriated to the Division of Career Technical Education the unexpended28
and unencumbered balances appropriated to the Division of Career Technical29
Education from the General Fund for program expansion and support in fiscal30
year 2022, in an amount not exceed $10,000,000 from the General Fund, to be31
used for nonrecurring expenditures for the period July 1, 2022, through June32
30, 2023. The Office of the State Controller shall confirm the reappro-33
priation amount, by fund, expense class, and program, with the Legislative34
Services Office prior to processing the reappropriation authorized herein.35
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SECTION 6. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby1
declared to exist, this act shall be in full force and effect on and after its2
passage and approval.3
